He was 
known all over this section of the 
country. He was a picturesque look- 
ing character at times, always wear- 
ing a wide slouch hat, and having 
long, drooping moustache. He 
would have made a typical cowboy. 

After the corpse waa found t'oro 
ner t'tow and Detective T. J. Moore 
were notified and made an Investi- 
gation of the case, deciding to hold 
a postmortem and ascertain the 
cause of death.

The certificate has a very Innocent 
appearance but the government 
thinks it a lottery and will Investi- 
gate it thoroughly.

Not much encouragement 
from the board of city supervisors In 
regard to an Increased assessment 
this year. The board has made many 
c hanges, some being raises and sonn> 
decreases, but there have thus far 
heart none that will make any great 
hange In the total assessment In Pa 
ducali of last year. 

A great many people are Interested 
hi the assessment, not only because 
It Involves many of them personally, 
but because It will decide the tax rate 
led- the year. If the assessment Is 
large enough, the tax rate may be as 
low as now, or no higher than 
MM, |1.M. But from present Indl- 
c at Ions the tax rata may be aa high 
as II S.'., then there la a prospect of 
not having enough money for many 
things lhat are worBt needed, as It Is. 

Several city officials seem to be 
pleased with the prospect of doing 
something to some of the smaller 
loan companies. They claim that it 
ti-cessary to protect poor people 
from being "gouged." 

"It works thla way in some of 
MM." declared an official today. 
' You borrow $5. and must pay. say 
»1.3. r > a week for five weeks. At the 
end of five weeks you have been 
paying Interest at the rate of about 
:". per cont, but that isn't Ihe worst. 
I understand that some of them stip- 
ulate that If a borrower misses a 
week, he forfeits what he has already 
paid, and haa to begin over, or lose 
what he has put up as collateral, 
which is always worth much more 
than the amount borrowed. 

"One case reported here was of 
someone who borrowed $20 on a 
piano. When it was reported here 
111 had already been paid bark, and 
there waa still fill claimed against 
the piano. This sort of robbery ought 
to stop, even If the poor unfortunates 
who are victimized need the money 
so badly that they are willing." 

Owing to the high officials who are 
now preparing to put their foot 
down on It, there Is a prospect of 
early results.
